* By a nationwide spot check the Associated 
Press is able to report that most Americans 
feel that life is* just as good after Sputnik as 
before. They feel that America is but tempor­ 
arily behind in the scientific race with Russia 
and shortly will soon be back out in front. 
The Associated Press wisely set forth these 
sentiments as expressing a good cross section 
without drawing pointed conclusions. The in­ 
quiry is of solid value to the country for it re­ 
veals the public state of mind. But it should 
not be misinterpreted. 
The opinion of the majority of the American 
people is cme thing and the facts of American 
preparedness can be quite another. The latter 
should not be tortured into defining the former. 
Whai the inquiry discloses is that most of the 


American people, on the basis of their limited 
knowledge, are calm and confident. 
The inquiry then did not prove an adequate 
state of preparedness, gave no assurance that 
the United States would soon be out in front 
again or is in no serious danger. Nor did it 
even say that most Americans are truly con­ 
versant with the facts. 
The good in the report is that it provides a 
reasonably good descripticm of what is going 
on in the average American mind. The bad that 
could stem from it would be that the American 
opinion (XHild be accepted as a security defense 
in lieu of cold, hard facts derived from a real­ 
istic study of relative 
armament, plus the 
respective capacity to produce more and better 
of it fa.ster.

Tax Distrib u tio n

A great deal, It seems, Is being said tliese 
day s in regards to who Is getting the big share 
of certain tax revenue and the equality of taxes 
a i between groups. From Omaha and Lincoln 
have come some objections 
the dlstrlhutlon 
of the state gasoline tax and aiilo registra­ 
tion fee funds. The thought In those objections 
seems to be that too murh of this money Is 
going to western parts of the state and to eoun- 
ties as compared to ellies. The mere mention 
of taxes of any kind in Nebraska brings out more 
ax-grinding than the eombiiiation of any two or 
three other subjects. 


★ 
The cry of an Omaha city councilman that 
his and other larger Nebra.ska communities 
are not getting their fair .share of gasoline tax 
revenue.s brought a fast reply from the Sidney 
Telegraph who.se editor pointed out that east­ 
ern Nebra.ska, “particular­ 
ly 
Omaha 
and 
Douglas 
County , g ets 
the 
lion’s 
share of the school land 
rental 
returns, 
although 
mo.st of this land is located out here in the high 
plains country .” Both Omaha and Lincoln are 
too prone to forget that they have some obliga­ 
tion to the entire state of Nebraska 
and 
that 
without the rural areas, both would suffer sub­ 
stantial losses. While population might dictate 
the allotment of additional gasoline tax and 
registration fee fund.s to Omaha and Lincoln, 
other things do not. There are many miles of 
highway in western Nebraska that have to be 
maintained and improved. If population were 
the only measuring stick for di.stribution of 
funds, individuals in western Nebraska would 
be pay ing many times more per mile of pav­ 
ing for highway s than residents of the more 
populous eastern area. It would seem tliat all 
of Nebraska would be much belter off if pub­ 
lic officials stopped spouting off periodically 
about petty inequalities that mean nothing in 
the eiKi and concentrate in a unified effort 
to make improvements for the welfare of Uie 
entire state. 
★ 
For a fast change in subjeel, we will switch 
to some phases of President Eisenhower’s re­ 
cent State of the Union message to Congress. 
The reaction of Nebraska’s congressional dele­ 
gation to the President’s statements was about 
what might have been expected. With the ex­ 
ception of Sen. Carl Curtis, 
who was 
not 
polled, and Reps. Robert Harrison and Phil 
Weaver, the Nebraskans’ remarks were con­ 
servative, to say the least. 
★ 
Omaha’s Sen. Roman Hruska said he was 
“ favorably impressed” and “especially grati­ 
fied” by the resolution to keep national security 
efforts within expected 
revenues. 
Even 
the 
President stipulated 
that 
while 
economy is 
vital, security is first and 
foremost. 
W’hat 
Hruska 
should be seeing to is that 
revenues keep pace with 
security demands, not just 
the opposite. Rep. A. L. 
Miller expressed concern over a proposed $4 
billion increase in defense spending for the 
19.58-59 fiscal y ear. What he failed to provide 
was any other answer for meeting the Soviet 
threat which has become obvious to apparent- 
ly every one but Miller. Rep. Glenn Cunning­ 
ham of Omaha thought it was a “ rather strong 
message” delivered by the President and that 
foreign aid should be “drastically cut” rather 
than expanded, as the President suggested. 
Cunningham 
is 
evidently unable to see the 
grave dangers of Russian economic penetra­ 
tion in neutral nations which Eisenhower termed 
as of equal importance with a strong defense. 
Certainly the day has long passed when any na­ 
tion can stand as a lone fortress against all ene­ 
mies. Our entire sy stem of defense hinges on 
the friends we have in other continents and 
our military bases there. 


Reps. Harrison and l e a ve r agreed in prin­ 
ciple with what Eisenhower had to say . It re- 
mains to be seen if they will support a program 
in thia session of Congress to meet the dangers 
which face the nation today . Thinkers like Cun­ 
ningham and Miller are likely to tab any ef­ 
fort at defense and fweign aid expansion as 
panic. While panic is possible and must be 
avokied It ia essential to recognize the difference 
between such an end and the mere recogrU- 
tion and understanding of a problem followed 
by action to eliminate whatever shortcomings 
exulk

if their mornentuni continues to increa.se as it 
is now doing. There js a growing number of 
high ranking military leaders who are assert­ 
ing their independence and placing their own 
individual plans for the nation’s security before 
the American public. 


In some respects there is a great deal of 
gfxKl to come from such activity but the action 
d(ws contain some other very ini|)ortant con­ 
siderations. The position of the military in re­ 
gards to other branches of government is 
something that can never be ignored. It 
in 
.significant that President Ei.senhower, in his 
State of tlw? Umooi message to Congress, em- 
phasizx'd that the military must be not only 
strong ami unified, liut subject to civilian con­ 
trol and direction. 
If Eisenhower, a military man himself for 
most of his life, believes this jKiint of military 
control of sufficient concern to stress in an ad- 
ilre.ss to Congress, then it certainly behooves 
the jMHipIe not to take the .subject tixi much 
for grante<l. True, the military represenU tlie 
highest order of. loy alty and patriotism in the 
United States but it must be remembered that 
it Ls an in.strument of war and might well be 
exjMH’led to see the fate of this nation resting 
on much different principles and deeds than 
seen by civilian authorities. 
WiUi les.sons of Hitler behind them, the people 
of West Germany have been extremely cau­ 
tious in rearming. Special and drastic steps 
have been taken in the 
German 
military 
buildup to guarantee for the future against the 
IKissibilily of the professional military man’s 
control of the key s to German freedom. De­ 
mocracy would Im* de.stroy ed in any society 
where the military was the dominating force. 
W'hile tliere may be no .such immediate threat 
in this country it is a danger that is well to 
keep in mind lest it creeps up on us before 
discovered. 


Ben- Gurion Back 


Prem ier Ben Gurion, of Israel, was not re­ 
jected by the Israeli people in the recent test 
of his leadership. He was restored to office for 
the fifth time and his coalition cabinet will move 
forward with what is to all intents and purpose 
that which it has been. All of tins despite a 
crisis that was provoked by the revelation of 
secret cabinet plans to take reparation pay ments 
from West Germany in arms rather than in 
money . Tlie crisis brought into relief national 
policies of doing business 
with 
Germany and 
hitching Israel closely to the West rather than 
pursuing neutralism. 
The West is willing enough to let the Israeli 
I>eople fix their national policies and change 
them as tliey will. Tlie good news of Ben-Giiri- 
on’s continued leadership is more in the as­ 
surance it eviiice.s of national stability .

WASHINGTON - It was Speak­ 
er Sam Ray burn’s 76th birthday 
la.st week, and this week or next 
he and Sen. Ly ndon Johnson are 
preparing a birthday pre.serit for 
American housewives. 
“ Mr. Sam” has pioneered some 
fine laws for the benefit of the 
American 
people—the 
Securities 
and Exchange Comrr.is.sion, 
t he 
Federal 
Communications 
C o m- 
mission, Rural Electrification. But 
Sam has a we.ak spot when it 
comes to Texas gas and oil, so 
the birtliday pre.sent he’s now pre­ 
paring won’t be so welcome. 
He is quietly maneuvering to 
pass the long-delay ed natural gas 
iiill^ thereby increasing the cost 
of gas to consumer areas by abfiut 
$fiiK),OiK),(KK) a y ear. The bill would 
overrule the Supreme Court and 
exempt the traasmisslon of natur­ 
al gas from federal regulation. 
After Sam slips the bill through 
the House, his fellow Texan, Ly n­ 
don 
Johnson, 
plans 
to 
slip 
it 
through the Senate as noi.sele.ssly 
and painles.sly a.s passible. 
The plan Is to operate with little 
advance puhllclty . The gas lobby 
doesn’t want eonsutner groups to 
have a chance to reach their Con­ 
gressmen and mobilize 
p ubl i c 
opinion against the bill. 
La.st y ear a st.’*eam of may ors, 
ranging from 
Wagner of 
N ew 
York to Dilworth of Philadelphia 
and Celehrezze of Cleveland, urged 
Congress not to pass the bill. They 
pointed out that it would seriomsly 
upset city budgets, put a burden 
on housewives and benefit only 
the big gas and oil men. 
Finally , Congressmen MacDon­ 
ald of Boston, Dingell of Detroit,

Br<x>kly n 
waged such an

that Mr. Sam kept the gas bill 
from coming to a vote. He wou.d 
have lost.

This time Mr. Sam isn’t taking 
any chances. This time he and 
the gas moguls have worktxi out 
a deal w'ith the coal congressmen 
in order to win coal-area votes. 
Coal congressmen from West Vir­ 
ginia 
and 
Pennsy lvania hitherto 
have voted against the gas bill. 
But this time an amendment will 
lie tacked onto the bill wLereby 
the gas industry will not dump 
cheap gas into coal areas in the 


summer.

Radio Signals From Outer Space

INS Science Editor 
Delicate laboratory instruments 
are bringing closer the day when 
scientists can think seriously of 
detecting intelligent radio .signals, 
if any have been created, in other 
worlds out in space. 
So far the difficulties of such 
detection have appeared to be so 
gr it that the subject has received 
alm i^t no consideration. Only a 
few passing mentions 'of the pos­ 
sibility exist in the literature of 
astronomy . 
Yet there is little difference of 
opinion among scientists on the 
basic theory , advanced recently by 
Dr. Harold Urey at the University 
of Chicago, that intelligent life 
must have developed elsewhere in 
the universe. 
Of course, several assumptions 
must be made, but if each star Is 
considered to be a sun circled by 
planets, the chances are so num­ 
erous that it becomes virtually a 
mathematical certainty that the 
Conditions of life on earth, In­ 
cluding intelligence and the use of 
radio, would somewhere have been 
duplicated. 
i2r ☆ ☆ 
With equal certainty , however, 
scientists are obliged to reject the 
idea of intelligent life elsewhere 
in our solar sy .stem, where com­ 
munication would be comparative­ 
ly easy . 
Venus 
w i t h 
its 
temperature 
averaging 600 degrees Fahrenheit 
and cold Mars averaging 58 below 
zero 
are 
the only 
other 
solar 
planets with oxy gen, and their na­ 
tural atmospheres do not appear 
to contain nearly enough of it to 
support even the most hardy ani­ 
mal life. 
Intelligent signals must there­ 
fore be thought of as coming from 
distances measured in light y ears, 
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"or the space traversed by light at 
186,000 miles per second in the 
given number of y ears. 
When these distances are con­ 
verted to miles, the figures are 
enormous. So It works out that the 
signal would not b<* received by 
any present radio method, even if 
an antemna were as wide as the 
earth or strung all the way to the 
moon. 
Ù "Cr -Ù 
Agaiast this difficulty can be' 
considered these factors: 
—The fading of a radio signal 
with distance is not due to any 
true weakening of the signal but 
rather to the dispersion of its bil­ 
lions of separate impulses over an 
ever-wider front. Although no pres- 
ent radio method could detect less 
than a few billion impulses arriv­ 
ing together, the fact is that if 
intelligent signals exist the im­ 
pulses are striking the earth at 
least in small numbers with all of 
their original energy intact 
—Laboratory methods have been 
refined to a point where scientists 
are often dealing with a single 


electromagnetic 
impulse 
of 
the 
radiaticHi, radar or radio ty i^—all 
of which are forms of light on 
frequencies the human ey e is not 
tuned to receive. Even the familiar 
geiger counter will click on recep­ 
tion of a single gamma impulse. 
Although the gamma ray is much 
more powerful than the highest- 
frequency radio impulse, the basic 
characteristics are the same and 
thus more sensitive detection of 
radio signals is possible. 
—If Intelligent s i g n a l s have 
been created in spare, they can be 
distinguished 
from 
the 
Infinite 
number of naturally -occurring ra- 
dio waves from outer space that 
are new studied by radio astrono­ 
mers. The natural waves are not 
“ modulated,” or varied, in fre­ 
quency or amplitude. An intelligent 
signal must be modulated in one 
of these way s, and according to 
some pattern, or U would be oidy 
a steady hum and no message 
could be transmitted. 
—Electronic computers are well 
suited to determining a pattern of 
modulation 
if 
information 
on 
enough 
radio impulses 
from 
a 
single source can be collected. Al­ 
though it is difficult to imagine 
what new problems decoding 
a 
message from outer space would 
involve, past experience in com­ 
munications has been that when­ 
ever a pattern could be established 
its associated meaning eventually 
was found. 
Discovery of signals would be a 
long way , of course, from estab­ 
lishing contact. Even if intelligent 
life were found to be circling on» 
of the fifty stars within sixteen 
light y ears of the earth, it would 
still take any where from* nine to 
thirty -two y ears to send and get 
back a message at the speed of 
light.
